dians, and had it not been for Maj. Thoruburch's 
advance guard, commanded by Lieut.

He saw a small 
party of Indians disappear over a hill, half a 
mile in front, and at once divided his party to 
reconnoit re, and only discovered them when he 
had flanked their position by about 200 yards. 
Cherry rode back at full speed, with two or 


three men men who were with him, and notified 


Maj. Thornburgh, who had alteady begun the 
descent into the deep ravine which was intended 
to enguli the command. 
THE INDIANS WERE DISMOUNTED 
and lying down along the crest of the high, 
steep ridge, not 100 yards from the point whére 
the deadly assault would have commenced. 
The troops were withdrrwn a short distance, 
dismounted, and deployed in line of battle, 
with orders to await the attack of the Indians.

MEANTIME A GALLING FIRE 
was concentrated upon the command from all 
the surrounding bluffs which Commanded the 
position.

down towards us, the flames leaping high into 
the air, and immense volames of smoke rolling 
on toengulfus. It was a sight to 

MAKE THE STOUTEST HEART QUAIL, 
and the flends were waiting, ready to give us a 
volley as soon as we were driven from our 
shelter. Now it reaches our flank, and blankets, 
blouses, and empty sacks were freely used to 
extinguish the flames. Some of the wagons 
were set on fire, which required al} the fares 
possible to smother it. 

NO WATER CAN BE OBTAINED, 

and the smoke is suffocating, but the fire paseen, 
and we hold our position. 

Meantime, a constant vollev is poured upon 
us, Capt. Payne being wounded for the second 
time, and First-Sergt. Dolan, of Company F, 
killed instantly. McKinstry and McKee were 
killed, and many others wounded. Our greatest 
danger now is past. The men have now mostly 
covered themselves, but the poor horses and 
mules are constantly falling about us. 

A CHARGE. 

Just about sundown a chargé was attempted, 
but repulsed, the Indians trying to drive off 
some of our horses which had broken loose. 

The attack ceased at dark, and soon every 
man was at work enlarging the trenches, baul- 
ing out the dead horses, caring for the wounded, 
and burying the dead. 

At daylight the attack was resumed, and the 
firing of the sharpshooters has been kept up 
every day since, and occasionaliy at night, send- | 
ing us to our pits in a scramble. 

THIS IS THE FIFTH DAY OF OUR SIEGE, 
but we are determined to hold out, if it takes a 
month for succor to reach us. But we are con- 
fident that Gen. Merritt, whose name is upon 
the lips of every one, is on the road to rescue 
us.

GOV. M’COOK’S EXPERIENCE—HOW HE BOUNCED 
COLOROW. 

Gov. McCook is the man who cgused Colorow’s 
deposition as a Chief. During his administra- 
tion, Colorow and a band of Utes came to this 
city aud camped on the outskirts. 
Chief sent word that he wanted a new tent. 
McCook dispatched an agent to see in what con 
dition Colorow’s ent was; and the report was 
that be did not need a new tent, and McCook 
nccordingly refused. Lim. In the aftersoon, 
while the Governor was in bis office, Colo 
came in half-~druok, wi» a revolver in bis hand, 
and came over where 5. ook was writing, and sat 
down. The Governor took ip the situation at a 
glance, but did not look up. 

„ McCook lar!“ said Colorow. 

The Governor went on writing. 

“ McOook damu har!“ repeated the Chief. 

Still McCook continued with bis work. 

“McCook G— damn liar!” said Colorow, 
reaching a climax. 

Nevertheless McCook would not look at him. 

By this time Colorow had covcluded that 
there was no fight in the Governor, and allowed 
the hand containing the revolver to drop to his 
side. The move was a fatal one. In an instant 
McCook seizedj bis wrist. knocked the weapon 
away from him, and, catching the astonished 
Indian by the neck, kieked him down-stairs and 
out into the street. where there were a number 
of Utes standingabout. With great tact Me- 
Cook pointed to the prostrate and bumiliaced 
form of Colorow, apd, turning to the Utes, 
said: “No man to lead braves. Colorow an 
vid woman. Get a map for a chief.“ Then, 
turning on bis heel, he walked u;-stairs. The 
next day the mortified Utes deposed Colorow. 

PIAH AND GRANT. 

Piah, one of the Chiefssupposed to be engaged 
in the present outbreak, had been to Washington. 

McCook came into his office 
and found Piah bogging astove. Thinking it a 
good chance to deliver a lesson to the Indian, he 
oo “ Piab, why don’t you Indians plow, and 
rdise crops, and build houses?

A TRAEN ROBBED. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 
Kansas Crry, Mo., Oct. 8.—The outgoing 
Chicago & Alton train this evening was stopped 


at Glendale, a small station fifteen miles east of 


this city, by a gang of eighteen or twenty 
men, and robbed of the contents of the 
exbress car. The station was compelied 
to signal the train to stop, and then 
the telegraph instruments were torn 
out. Stones had been piled on the track, The 
ropbers kept up a brisk firing outside of the 
train, while Grimes, the express messenger, 
was knocked down and the safe broken open. 
About $50,000 were secured, and the robbers 
leit, going ina southerly direction. The agent 
at Glendale cannot be found, and it is not 
known whether he was murdered or was a 
party to the crime: His mother was rendered 
insane from fright. A special train with a squad 
of armed men has just gone to the scene ot the 
trouble to begin search for the robbers, The 
leadef of the gang, a tall man with beavy sandy 
beard, has been seen several times lately in the 
vicinity of Giendale. The passengers of the 
train were not molested. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune 

Bron Springs, Mo., Oct. 8—A most bold 
and daring train-robbery was perpetrated this 
evening at Glendale, a small village on the line 
of the Chicago & Alton, between this place and 
Independence, and about thirty miles from 
Kansas City. About 7 o’clock—a few minutes 
before the night express for Chicago, which 
left Kansas City at 6, was due at Glendale— 
twelve masked men suddenly entered the sta- 
tion and téok possession in a swaggering manner. 
They were rough-looking rascals, most of them 
heavily bearded. They said they were a rem- 
nant of Billy Bass’ Texas Rangers who bad 
come up to forage in the country so famous for 
busbwhackers and guerrillas years ago. 

Station Agent Melutire was in the office; also 
W. k. Bridges, Assistant- Traveling Auditor, who 
was checking up MclIntire’s accounts. They 
made prisoners of them both, and pro- 
ceeded to go through Bridges’ pockets, 
taking all his valuables and what 
they wished to take from the station 
desks and safe. They then tore out and de- 
etroyed the telegraph instruments, and eut the 
loop wires. The train arrived on time in charge 
of Conductor Greenman, and the engine stopped 
at the tank for water, when three robbers ieaped 


into the express car aud demanded the messen- 


ger’s keys and valuables. When he showed 
fight one of them struck bim on the bead with 
the butt end of a revolver, and they 
overpowered him. They took $30,000 
in packages from the safe, left the car, and al- 
lowed the train to proceed, not molesting the 
passengers or train men. In a minute they had 
leaped en two horses and were away, Glendale 
Station consists of a tank, a depot, and two or 
three small houses, and the robbers had noth- 
ing to fear inthe way of resistance there. When 
the train arrived here a hurried statement 
of the facts was giver. In afew 
minutes the wires began to work westward, 
Mclutire and Bridges having succeeded in splic- 
ing them, and communication was re-estab- 
lished to Kansas City. 

Glendale is silent at this writing, no instru- 
ments being available there. Orders were im- 
mediately telegrapbed to Kansas City to send 
a special train to Giendale with a 


posse of men and horses; also 
to Iudependence to arouse the authorities. Al- 
ready a large body of men is scouring this re 
gion, and it is thought the robbers cannot es 
cape, though the timber along the Big Blue and 
the Littie Blue is dense and ſurnisbes excellent 
hiding-places. Should they be overtaken they 
will be captured alive or dead.

Mr. Thomas 
explained the reason for not purchasing, 
and gave the bond back to Cannon,

In the mean- 
time there is no service performed by the 
gold dollar which cannot be ar with 
the 412 silver di The one will 
bring as much as the erat in London or 
Paris, as in New York or Chicago, for the 
value of the coin in both cases is based upon 
what it passes for in the country which is- 
sues it, and not upon the specific gravity. 
There is no demand and no excuse for 
any change in the relative value of the gold 
and silver dollars, If there were, it woul) 
be much more reasonable to suggest that the 
gold dollar should be made lighter than that 
the silver dollar should be made heavier, for 
the actual weight of the silver dollar has 
never been changed, while that of the gold 
dollar has been changed. 

The fact is, that every suggestion for tink- 
ering the currency now is mischievous, 
whether it is in the direction of a cheaper or 
a dearer dollar. Paper, silver, and gold are 
now upon a plane; each adjusts itself to its 
most marifest use and the convenieace of 
the people. There is an abundance of money 
in the aggregate, and it is all good, substan- 
tial, steady, and uniform in volume and 
value. What more is wanted? What better 
or more desirable condition could possibly 
be attained ?

SAVINGS-BANKS “ABUSES. 
The Bank Controller of New York has 


done the public a good and timely service in 
exposing the flagrant and ruingus manner in 
which the managers of savings banks squander 
the money intrusted to their keeping. The ro- 
ports of the banksshowed large items classed 
under the head of miscellaneous or general 
expehses. To ascertain where the money 
had gone, he called upon them for a detailed 
statement, in which he demanded an item- 
ized account, showing where e¥ery dollar 
had gone. The result proyed that they had 
been conducted in a manner at once fraudu- 
lent and vicious, and that the safety of the 
people's money intrusted to them had beey 
prejudiced in the most shameful and reckless 
manner. It was shown that Committees of 
Trustees have been paid for services as 
Trustees upon Committees. In one bank 
the Chairman of a standing committee had 
been paid thousands of dollars for services 
| the value of which did not appear. 
At another bank there was a stand- 
ing rule that an annual supper should 
be served at the expense of the bank for the 
Trustees,—an expenditure which could hardly 
be exceeded in meanness and greediness. 
Upon this offizial gluttony several bundreds 
of dollars were squandered every year to feed 
men who were able to pay for their dinner 
without feeling it. In snother bank a large 
sum of money had been expended to present 
the organizer of a local railroad with a 
service of plate, though the railroad had not 
the yemotest possible connection with the 
bank, much less with its depositors. Some 
of the banks had made large contributions to 
the yellow-fever sufferers,—a disposition of 
funds which would have been praiseworthy 
if it had not been a disposition of other peo- 
ple’s funds. One bank had appropriated 
several thousands of dollars to the widows of 
deceased officers, thus fulfilling the injunc- 
tion to remember the widows by the rather 
unique method of giving them money be- 
longing to other widows. There is 
no limit to charity where one 
is giving away other people's money, 
consequently it is not surprising, however 
outrageous it may be, to find that many of 
the savings banks contributed largely to 
charities, forgetting that charity begins at 
home. In another bank, it appeartd that a 
lawyer had been paid enormous fees for get- 
ting bills through the Legislature that had 
no connection with banking, but were prob- 
ably manipulated in the private interests of 
some of the managers. In other cases large 
sums of money had been paid for alleged 
services in procuring general savings-banks 
legislation, not one cent of which was legiti- 
mately disbursed or applied tothe real pur- 
pose specified. Gratuities were also a favorit 
form of getting rid of funds, and in one 
case an Officer received $15,000 in this 
manner. 

The viciousness of these irregular and 
reckless practices is emphasized by the con- 
sideration that the money so liberally thrown 
away, or at least endangered, belongs not to 
business-men or depositors who can reconp 
their losses, but to children, to widows, 
to working women and men, who 
are induced to trust their surplus 
earnings to these banks because 
they can draw interest and because they are 
led to believe that itis the safest form of 
investment.

Their 
deposits represent the little surplus they 
have managed to gave from years of hard 
toil, laid aside to provide against a rainy day. 
We are not aware what action the Bank 
Oontroller proposes to take in the premises, 
nor what means he will apply to check this 
wasteful and kcandalous diversion of money, 


but if some method is not devised to stop it 
savings banks in New York will suffer in the 


popular estimation as depositories of money. 
Under the circumstances, their management 
is not only disgraceful, but little less than 
criminal.

The action of ibe people in rejecting the 
amendment providing for biennial sessions 
of the Legislature js, we think, unfortunate, 
not only for the interests of Connecticut, but 
also for the cause of reform in 
American polities’ There are too many offi- 
corn to be elected and elections are held at 
100 frequent petibds.

tions of all the officers of the incorporated 
cities in the State. In November of the first 
and third years, in every term of four years, 
there are 102 Treasurers, 102 Surveyors, and 
102 Superintendents of Schools to be elected. 
In the second and fourth year of each term 
of four years there-are elected in November 
102 Sheriffs aud 102 Coroners, 175 members 
of the General Assembly, a State Treasurer, 
and a State Superintendent of Schools, be- 
sides members of Congress. In the fourth 
year, in addition to those named, 
is to be elected a full force of State officers 
aud Presidential Electors, and 102 County 
Judges. Every six years there is an election 
in June for Circuit Judges, and every ninth 
yeer an election for Judges of the Supreme 
Court. Besides these there are numerous 
special officers to be elected, at various 
times. The result is that we have an 
election twice a year, when once would be 
sufficient, and for ten times as mauy officers 
as ought to be elected in that way. 

Experience has shown, we think, beyond 
all controversy, that elections by the people 
should be limited to the executive and 
legislative. Elections for State officers 
should be restricted to the Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor, and members of the 
General Assembly; of city officers, to the 
Mayor and City Council; of county officers, 
to the Sheriff and local Board or legislative 
body. All others should be appointed, 

The frequency of elections and the multi- 
plicity of officers to be elected have bred a 
distinct profession in this country, whose 
business and trade is the control of the 
„next election. From the hour the polls 
close at one election the business of providing 
for and controlling the next begins. That 
this profession is profitable to those who 
practice it is shown by the numbers in every 
city, town, ward, and precinct engaged in it. 
It furnishes present and future bread, meat, 
and drink. It is the only source of income 
of thousands of persons, and, unfortunately 
for the purity of elections and the purity of 
official service, these thousands of men con- 
trol the nominations of all persens to be 
voted for, though they are of all others the 
most unfit for the exercise of any such con- 
trol. Our politics are poisoned at the spring. 
We whole control of party is mainly 
in the hands of professionals, or 
mercenaries, utterly destitute of prin- 
ciple and inspired ouly by present 
or prospective gain. Practically all candi- 
dacy is purchased trom or procured by the 
professional managers of politics. They 
manipulate the proceedings from the precinct 
primary to the National Convention. The 
people have to accept what they offer them. 

There is a local election to be held in this 
county a month hene, and the blood- money 
to be paid by the persons actually nominated 
will not be less than $40,000,—not including 
a dollar of the private or personal expendi- 
ture of the various candidates. If these 
offices were less remunerative ; if the number 
to be elected was one-fifth of the present 
number; aud if there were never more than 
one election in two years, instead of having 
two or three every year,—then the profession 
would starve, politics would cease to be a 
trade, the general public would then select 
their own candidates and élect their own 
officers, and there would be purer politics 
and better official service.

bad lived. Cuarues Francis Abus began 
life as a Whig; deserted to the Free-Soilers in 
1848; became a Republican in 1856; wanted 
“the erring sigters to go in peace” in 1860; 
was a candidate for the Presidency before the 
Liberal Convention in 1872; and has since been 
a Democrat. Jon Quiacy ADAMs No. 2 was 
originally a Republican; afterwards joined the 
Democrats, and is now for the third or fourth 
time Democratic candidate for Governor of 
Massachusetts. In the natural course of things, 
his children will be Republicans, and his grand- 
children Democrats, if that party shall survive

The Temperance Law in Sweden. 
Correspondence Landon Times. 

Now to come to the charge of drunkenness. 
It was no doubt a crying evil twent ago, 
and still the spirit bottle plays a promijeent part 
wherever you go in Sweden. Only three days 
ago on a steamer I saw the brandy-bottle on the 
quarterdeck the whole day, and one man’s con- 


sumption was eight toddies In a single even- 


ing. But there is much improvement on the 
old days. Of course, I have learned what I 
could of the Gothenburg system. Mr. Cham- 
berlin bas made it so well known in Engiand by 
his advocaey that I need not explain at any 
length what the * is. But to make my re- 
port upon it clear I will briefly say that it 18 a 
system by which the local authorities of towns 
in Sweden assume the control of the wholesaie 
and retail consumption of spirituous liquors. The 
sale is prohibited save at authorized establish- 
ments. So far it resembles our own system. But 
in Sweden all the profit made by the sale over 
and above 6 per cent is appropriated by the 
town. This at once removes the motive to en- 
courage excess which actuates the drink-seller 
in England. The management of the whole 
sale in Gothenbarg is conducted by a company, 
who let out the various establishments to per- 
sons who must have the approval of the Town 
Council. Avoything beyond the very moderate 
profit of 6 per cent does not go into the pocket 
of the company, bat into the municipal purse. 
The seller gets only a very small share of the 


6 per cent, and consequently the. demand for 


spirit licenses does not even equal the supply. 
In Gothenburg sixty-three houses sre per- 
mitted, not quite one per 1,000 in- 
habitants, a very moderate supply, bus 


only thirty-seven are now open. Like other 
monopolies, I thougnt it must lead to illicit 
sale, but I could find mo trace of any such 
ab and was assured it did not exist. ‘Lhe 
establishments are permitted also to furnish 
tood, wine, ale, and rter.

Dr. Fowler stated that he thought if 
the United States would see to it thatthe mis- 
sionary treasury was kept full—not that he ad- 
yocated the union of the Church and Stave—ihe 
people of this couutry would have all they could 
do to supply the wants of the heathen, and he 
was not sure that that was not as good a way to 
pay olf the national debt as any. [Lauchter.] 
A great deal nad been said about the heathen 
being a long way off, but he demonstrated how 
they were not so yery far alt t- 
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a palace-steamer, and in a few days were at 
their journey’s end, 


BISHOP ANDREWS 

next took the platform, and narrated his ex- 
perience while mak a missionary tour in the 
years 1876-77. He left Pniladelphia, weat to 
Antwerp, Cologue, up the Rhine to Frankfurt. 
where there was a missionary station, probably 
the largest in Germaay ; thence traveled through 
other points in Germany, Switzerland, to Zu- 
rich, where he attended a missionary conven- 
tion on the 20th of July, and where he founds 
congregation of about 11,000 souls. 

The speaker fllustrated the evils of uniting 
the Church and the State, as witnessed when 
Fraoce wasin trouble, and Rome was thréai- 
ened by Italian troops by Victor Emanuel. 

Bisbop Andrews proceeded to describe his 
impressions of India during ‘he brief time that 
he spent in that countrv. e said that in No- 
vember. 1 his steamer cast ber anchor ip the 
harbor at 7 and almost before he had set 
foot in the place long enough to catch a glimpse 
of the country he was forced to leave it. He 

ve a brief description of the social and re- 
igious aspect of India, which was 80 
great that the people of the north and those of 
the south sooke different languages—or rathe 
spoke tbe same language so differently that” 
they could not understand each other.

Bishop Andrews completed his remarks by a 
vivid and extremely eloquent description of 
the wealth of India, and the ene pageantry 
attending the ceremony of the prociaimi of 
Queen Victoria Empress of India.

HIS POSITION BEFORE THE CONFERENCE. 

This session of the Rock River Conference 
bas been looked forward to with a great deal of 
interest by outside people, who have been ex- 
pecting that some notable changes and lanova-

The wheat market yesterday showed decided 
signs of a reaction from the previous excite- 
ment. It opened precisely N cents lower than the 
closing figures of the previous afternoon, there 
being nd intermediate sale in the rather wide 
chasm. The foreign advices favored weakness, 
eargoes in the London merket being quoted 
heavy, and the weekly summary by the ark 
Lane rr, published in Tun Trisvns 
yesterday morning, had prepared some of them 


at a severe decline. But the opening price 
was the lowest of the day. There were 
a good many buying orders in from the country 


that stayed the market, while local operators 
felt more confidence when they saw that there 
was a demand at the prices. The market ad- 
vanced rather irregularly from $1.07, with one 
sale at $1.00%, up to $1.11}¢, and settled back 
at 1 o'clock to $1.104¢ for November delivery. 
The market for seller October ranged 1% cents 
below November, and December ranged from 
1% to 24¢ cents above November, though there 
was one sale for December early at $1.11; no 
other, however, believed to be less than 81.116. 
Cash wheat was apparently irregular. All the No.2 
that was offered seemed to be purchased to 
carry against contracts, and, as receipts dated 
Tuesday last and yesterday will carry into No- 
vember for one cent extra storage, these com- 
manded a premium of about one-quarter of a 
cent over the price of regular No. 2 spot or 
seller the month. No. 8 was taken moderately 
lor shipment, opening about noon at $1.04 and 


closing tame at 1 o’clock at $1.03, the price for 
that grade weakening, while we speculative 
deal was strengthening, showing that shippers 
were not competing very much with one another 
n ot the property.

was relatively firmer, the average for No, 2 
red being $1.15 for wheat in North Side houses 
and $1.16 for wheat in South Side ho ship- 
pers preferring the latter.

The cablegrams 
received confirmed what had been hinted for 
two or three days previous to parties who have 
special corréspondents in Liverpool and Lon- 
don, to the effect that the recent excitement 
there has been chiefly due toa buying pressure 
for filling shorts, and that very few new pur- 
chases were being made at current quotations. 
In fact,some were advised the day previous 
that it was impossible to seil at quotations un- 
less where the purchasers wanted to

Leading operators stated it 1 be 
their opinion that, although Western Europe 
will require all the wheat that we have to spare 
to tide over the deficiencies there, a great deal 
more wheat has yet to go forward that was pur- 
chased here several weeks ago at much lower 
prices than are now ruling. They stated it as 
their opinion that English buyers have taken 
people here by surprise this year. It has for 
several years past been their policy to lay back 
and wait for the grain to be offered to them, 
feeling that there was no need to bid up the 
prices against themselves. Because they had 
acted on that policy so long, people here were 
not prepared to expect that they would buy 60 
heavily, and they had ' 

SECURED NO SMALL PROPORTION 

of their entire shortage before sellers here 
seemed to waken up to the fact. For this rea- 
son the higher prices that have ruled on this 
side the Atiantic since the fact was found out 
have not materially increased the cost of the 
grain to the European importers. They have 
taken some, of course, on new purchases, but 
the great bulk of it bas made them, as one of 
our operators expresses it, ‘** heaps of money,” 
by reason of the fact that they are able to sell 
it on the other side at an advance of not less 
than about 20 per cent on what it cost them 
here after paying all expenses. 

The wheat market at the present time seems 
to be very much more in the hands of the out- 
side public than usual; that is, in the hands of 
the smaller operators, who, having a few scores 
or hundreds of dollars to invest, call upon or 
telegraph a commission merehant to buy wheat. 
The majority of the steady-going operators, 
that is, who make a bust, ess of trading iu 
‘wheat, have been on the short short side of the 
deal for two or three weeks not believing 
that circumstances warran such an advance | 
in prices, and so some of the lonwest-headed 
men in the trade have been 
the t losers by this sudden 
influx of public confidence into the market. 
The number of women who have visited the of- 
fices of commission men, and the number of 
females who have sent in orders to operate for 
them is, unusually large, and some people even 
think that half the deal in the city is sustained 
by the feminine element on the long side. Of 
course these people do not want to receive the 
wheat, and that in part accounts for the unusual 
premium which has existed upon November 
deliveries as compared with cash wheat. There 
has been for several days past a premium of 
about 2 cents for November, while 
the difference is usually a 
tle the other way, because, at the 
commencement of the winter season, the cost 
of shipping wheat east is so increased by high 
lake freights and increased railroad charges for

Commission to breed California salmon in 
different parts of the country, and Mr. F.

The majority 
Of the eggs, 4,150,009, will be sent on to Wash- 
ington, and there be reshipped to the Southeru 
States. Three hundred thousand will be taken 
to Newark, N. J., repacked in Mr. Mather’s 
patent refrigerator-bores, and ship to 
France, Germany, and Holland. 

When received at these different points the 
eggs will be ready for the batching troughs, and 
Mr. Mather is of the opinion that the project, 
impracticable as it may seem to many, will meet 
with the success it so well deserves.

THE GREENBACKERS. 
DETHRMINED TO HOLD A CONVENTION. 

A meeting of the County and City Central 
Committees of the National-Greenback-Labor 
combination was held last night in a room at 
Butke’s Hotel. “Judge” Felch presided, and 
there were thirteen other representatives of the 
ever-bopeful party on hana. Delegates re- 
ported that organizations had been perfected in 
sundry wards. The Committee on Hall re- 
ported that Meridian Hall, No. 99 West Ran- 
dolph street, could be bad any evening, except 
Thursday, for $5. 

Mr. Leutz, of the Sixth Ward, presented the 
report of the Committee on Apportionment of 


-Dejegates. They recommended à small con- 


vention, and gave the Fifth Ward six delegates;

The Experts“ Revelations Stir 
Up a Lively Breeze. 


More Trouble Between Kirkland and the 
Stone-Oontraotors. 


The strictures of the erpert in these col- 
umns yesterday raised quite a rumpus among 
some of the individuals connected with the 
new City-Hall work. Mr. Kirkland, the Super- 
intending Architect, was particulariy exercised 
over what was shown up, and at an early hour 
he was closeted with Commissioner Waller, 
making explapations. It was evident that the 
“expert” had told some unpleasent truths. 
He labored assiduously to overcome the charges 
of partiality and incompetency, but it was 
to no avail. The facts were 
there that his 
been cailed to the contract for the brick-work 
requiring ‘* sewer ’’-brick, and that he had never 
attempted to enforce it; that in the rotunda 
work he had permitted the use of the water- 
table for the cap of the windows, when a stene 
arch was required; and that in the iron-work on 
the rotunda he had made mistakes. 

His explanation of the brick deal is under- 
stood to have been that sewer brick was not 


being used when he took charge of the work, 


and there was no necessity for changing, etc. ; 
but he did not explain, however, how it 
was that he had notified the s.one- 
coutractors that for every inch of stone omitted 
they would be charged, while he had said noth- 
ing about a charge to the brick-contractor for 
the difference between “merchantable” and 
“sewer”? brick. Neither did he explain how it 
was that for every deduction he had made on 


the stone contract he hed agreed toadd “ex- 
tras” tothe account of the brick-contractor.. 
Qa the question of omitting the window arches 
in the rotunda, his explanation was equally sat- 
isfactory and fair, for all he had to say was, 


that the arches should be put in, ete. He 


had nothing to say, however, as to 

they bad not been put in originally. 
On the iron-work, he is understood to have 
nothing to say, except to explain that bis per- 
emptory twenty-four-hour order was a mistake, 
and that he simply meant that the iron should 
be supplied as wanted. ; 


LATE IN THE AFTERKOON,' 


however, after his explanations had been finished, 


he set about inflicting further punishment on 
the stone-contractors, and the making of new 
arguments why some one should immediately 
step into his shoes. He visited the structure, 
and, after a conversation with the brick man, 
proceeded to order the stone-contractors 
to stop work, or, in other 
to comdemn the architrayes or 
dow jams, and the base upon which 
they rested, on the ground that they did not 
comply with the plans for the work. It was 
exvisined to him that the stone bad been cut 
according to the detail draw furnisbed the 
contractors; but he would listen to nothing, 
nor yet condescend to examine into the facts. 
It was enough for him to know that the stone 
did not correspond to the plans, and from the 
building the quarrel was transferred to Mr. 
Waller's office by the contractors, where the 
Mayor was met. The same explanation was 
made to both these gentlemen, and quite a 
wrangle followed. Subsequently the buiiding 
was visited by the Mayor and Mr. Hinsdale to 
see what the defects were, and the plans 
for the objectionable work were examined. 
It was found that in the cutting of 
the architrares considerable ornamentation had 
been added which was not called forin the 
plans, but required by the detail drawings, and 
that in the bases an adherence to the detail 
drawings had resulted in omitting some orna- 
mentation called for in the plans. Really, the 
trouble was a want of harmony between the 
plans and the detail drawings, for which the 
contractors were not respousibie. The Mayor 
saw this at a glance, and the next inquiry was 
as to where the detail drawings came from. Mr. 
Hinsdale said that he thought they came from 
Kirkland, and, his Honor not being able to affirm 
or deny the proposition, and the Superintendent 
being in the same fix, the disvute came toan end, 
but will be renewed te-day. If it should prove 
that the drawings came from. Kirkland, he will 
be in a bad light; and, if it should not, his con- 
dition will not be much bettered. If he did not 
make the drawings, as Superintending Archi- 
tect, it was his duty, it wouid scem, to see 
THAT THEY WERE CORRECT, : 
for the reason that if they are not correct, since 
they were furnished by the city, any expense 
they entail upon the contractors will be sought 
to be recovered. This is what an architect is 
employed for, and be is doing but half his duty 
if he waits until the stone is in the wall, as in 
this case, before he discoveries anything wrong 
about it. 

After the settling of the question for the 
time being, the reporter accompanied the Mayor 
and Superintendent Haley over the walls. and 
discussed the general construction of the build- 
ing. The reporter nad not gone far before he 
asked to be shown a hot-air flue, and one was 
pointed out to him, and a coniab ensued, about 
as follows: 

“Mr. Haley,” said the ‘reporter, “do the 
specifications or contract call for these flues be- 
ing plastered!“ 
hy, sir, those are the best flues in Amer- 

ca. 

‘“*T see what they are; but please answer my 
question?“ 

“ They are excellent, —asgood work as I ever 
saw. 

At this point the Mayor put in a few ques- 
tions, and said it mattered not how good the 
flues were; if the contract cailed for plastering 
them they should have been plastered. | 

As soon as his Honor was through, the scribe 
again asked if the contract called for plastering 
the flues, and finally Mr. Haley was forced to 
admit that it did. The reporter then directed 
his Honor’s attention to the fact that no plaster 
was Visible to the naked eye, and called his at- 
tention to the palpable violation of the contract, 
and for once he acknowledged a reporter to be 
right, aud even deigned to thank him for point- 
ing out the defect and the shortcoming of 
those in charge of the work. The 
omission of “sewer” brick was tnen referred 
to, and he said McNeil had been notified that 
he would only be paid for what be furnished. 
He further said that bis instructions bad been 
that the plans and specifications should be 
strictly adhered to on the part of all of the 
contractors, and if those in charge did not see 
that they were carried out, he would find some 
one who would. He wanted a good ouilding, 
but since sewer“ brick bad not been used in 
the first part of the work be saw no use of 
using them now, but he would see to it that 
the city did not pay for anything it did not get. 

THE FACT ABOUT THE BUILDING 
is that it isa muss from beginning to end, and 
the more it is looked into the more clearly it 
appears that the architect in charge has been 
swallowed up by the old ring of contractors,

They recommended an appropriation 
of $3 a day for the representatives, in addition 
to the amount allowed by the by-laws, and 
also that bills amounting to $1.757.86 be paid.

The Mexican Land- Grant Curse, 
San Francisco Chronicie. & 

Gen. Sherman is credited with the recent ut- 
terance that Ihe only possible reason or cause 
for a future war between the United States and 
Mexico would be an effort on our part to com- 
pel that Republic to take back the Territory of 
New Mexico!“ That Territory has a good 
climate, and, but for one artificial obstacle, a 
fair prospect of aiversified and remuuerative in- 
dustries. She bas rich Acer gold mines that 
were successfully worked more than two centu- 
ries ago. She bas recently developed silver and 
copper mines that are highly spoken of and are 
attracting capital, and she has pasture ranges 
for sheep and cattle, and some irrigable lands 
adapted to the cereals which ought to give her 
future rank in agricultural production equal, if 
not superior, to Colorado. The rapid extension 
of the Atchison & Topeka Railway to and de- 
yond Las Vegas, with an immediate prospect 
of touching the Rio Grande, and an outlook 
into Mexico not remote, ebcourages the hope 
that the sleepy old outpost of the ancient Aztec 
monarchy may soon assume the active life and 
stirring character of the average American new 
State, and shows a capacity for the comfortable 
support of a million inhabitants of the European 
races. In the face of these circumstances, Gen. 
Sherman’s remark appears to be a hasty and 
silly sarcasm. But, in the light of, another fact, 
it is forcibly and well put. That other fact is 
the existence in New Mexico of the land-grant 
system on a more deplorable scale than it has 
been developed even in California. 

The recent exposure of one of these ancient 
frauds, known as the Maxwell grant. covering 
the enormous quantity of 1,800,000 acres, and 
covered by a mortgage, of which the principal 
and interest amount to-$7,000,000, has attracted 
eneral attention to this crushing evil as it ex- 
sts in that Territory.

AROUSING SECTARIAN FEELINGS. 


— — 


Agitation in New Britain, Conn,, Over 
Roman Catholic Aggression, 

New York Times. 

New Britain, Conn., Oct. 5.—The people of 


question, which involves the issue of sectarian- 
ism, forced by the demands of the Roman Cath- 
olic priest and his people. There has vever been 
a matter purely local which has stirred up so 
much excitement and indignation among our 
citizens. The present difficuity grows out of 
the hastily considered action of the town in 
1862, in the establishment of a town-school, so 
called, which was permitted to be erected and 
supported by the Roman Catholics, with the re- 
striction that tiere should be no religious teach- 
ing during school-hours. Though a public 
school, open to all children, yet, in the nature 
_of things, no ebildren of Protestant parents 
have attenged it. The local School Board has 
had the oversight of it, the same as of the dis- 
trict schools, and there hag been in its behalf the 
same division of school money as with the other 
public schools. Technically, it has not been 
sectarian; ovractically, it has n only that, 
But the people generally, though realizing that 
the action taken in 1862 was a serious error, 
have not been disposed to provoke any agita- 
tion, prefewing to permit the school to go on 
rather thap excite a religious controversy. 

So thé matter would have remained had not 
Father Carmody, who has been settled here only 
about two years, made such demands as to 
arouse the conscience of the whole community. 
A convent having been completed, he asks that 
the town school system be .extended to it, and 
„that the teachers shall be the Sisters of Mercy, 
who shall be permitted to appear in their ecele- 
siastical robes. This is so much beyond the 
original concession on the part of the town that 
it is looked upon as a most daogerous precedent. 
In Waterbury and Colchester the Roman Catho- 
lics bave managed to getsomeof the public 
school money in the support of their parochial 
echools, but in no other places has the conserva- 
tive policy of the State been departed from in 
the appliance of State aid to schools in any way 
sectarian in character. There is a persistent 
determination to thwart this move if there ig 
any moral or legal pow@ able to doit. A large 
portion of the population is. Irish and Roman 
Catholic, and to this element is added 
a good part of the Democratic vote, which 
may usually be depended upon to sustain any 
movement popularly encouraged by the Roman 
Catholic Church. When the application was 
brought to put the convent upon the same level 
as the town school, the Sqzoo!l Committee took 
affirmative action, thoug® composed of eight 
fepublicans and four Denf&Serats. The Bear 
itself did not seem to kuow what it was abo 
until the mischief was done. ‘The whole busi- 
ness ou the part of the prime movers was con- 
ducted very quietiy, and it was not until the 


movement at all. 

Then a storm of indignation arose. A meet- 
ing of citizens was called, and a petition was 
put in circulation, and in two days, this week, 
received over 1,000 siguatures. After account- 
ing the circumstances as stated, the School 
Board is asked to take such action as will pre- 
vent the extension of the agreement made in 
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1862 beyond the limits designated therein, and 
not to extend the privileges of the same to any 
Other building whatever, aud especially not to 
accebt of rooms ju the convent building for 
school purposes, nor employ teachers in the 
pubWjc schools who assume to teach either in the 
«apacity or in the insignia of ecclesiastics, as we 
regard such action not within the spirit of the 
agreement of 1862, contrary to all precedent, 
and calling for an illegal appropriation of Dublic 
money.“ 

This was présented to the Board, and the 
effect was the passage of a vote reconsidering 
the previous action. Father Carmody himself 
is a member of the Board, and he has so far 
been able to have the support of one .member 
who was elected as a Republican, but no longer 
represents those who elected him. On Monday 

next. at the aunual town meeting, four new 
mem bers of the Board are to be elected, four of 

the eight Republicans retiring; and, as the town 
is Democratic usually, there is a fear that the 
pew men will join the present minority. which 
will make six Republicans and six Democrats in 
the Board, and as the sympachizing Republican, 
who is a standing candidate for Mayor, does not 
0 out this year, though requested to resign, 
his vote, joined with those of the Roman Cath- 
olics, will give the Church” a majority.

Why Did He Die? 

Boston, Masse., Oct. 6.— Dr. G. F. Waters, 
whose treatment is supposed@in New York, to 
have caused the death of one Gardiner, his 
cousin, by filling the latter’s teeth with 
arsenic, is a brother of Edwin 8. Waters, better 
known as the handsome Colonel“ of the Bos- 
ton Advertiser. As Gardiner’s case is a novel 
one to people throughout the country, a Boston 
Herad reporter held an interview with Dr. 
Waters, at Waterville, Me., to-day. The Doctor 
appeared shocked that Gardiner’s death should 
be attributed to any treatment of his, and miade 
the following statement: 

„Sept. 9 Gardiner came into my office suffer- 
ing from pain in his tooth. Upon examination 
1 found the tooth-pulp was partially dead. I 
treated it with carbolic acid to allay the pain, 
then inserted a small amount of nitrate of sil- 
yer, and .afterwards filled it temporarily with 
guttapercha. An application had previously 
been made byaNew York dentist, but bad 
worked out, and the cavity was full of food de- 
bris. I noticed veridental inflammation, which 
Lallayed by producing traction on the root by 
means ofa small syringe. Gardiner was com- 
plaining of trouble witb his head. I noticed an 
unhealthy appearance of the skin, indicating the 
presence of some disease, causing depression of 
the nervous system and arresting the action of 
the absorbent. I spoke to Gardiner about this 
at the time. I have the impression be came in 
afew days afterwards, when I removed the 
temporary filling, washed out the cavity, and 


again inserted a temporary filling. In neither 
cas@idid I use a particle of arsenic, nor have I 
used any for twenty years, nor had I any in my

IN MEMORY OF ANDRE. 


t 
A Shaft Erected by Cyrus W. Field—No 
Ceremonies to Mark the Occasion—De- 
scription of the Shaft—The Inseriptions. 
New York Tribune, Oct. 3. 
The memorial shaft erected by Cyrus W. Field 
to mark the place where Maj. John Andre was 


executed Oct. 2, 1780, was placed in posi- 


tion and uncovered’ at 


day in the old 


noon pester- 
apple orchard on 
Andre Hill, near Tappan, in Rockland 
County, in this State. There were no ceremo- 
nies whatever on the occasion, and not more 
than twenty persons were present. Among 
these were Cyrus W. Field, James B. Andrews, 
John Austin Stevens, Col. Asa B. Gard- 
ner, William Kelby, “Abram Hosier, 
Richard E. Mount, and William Austin, of 
the New York Historical Society; John 
UI. Salisbury, of Nyack; Henry Whittemore, Sec- 
retary of the Rockland County Historical So- 
ciety; and B. 8. Omstead, of Rye, Westchester 
County. The workmen bad placed the shaft in 
position; and as near as possible at the same 
hour that Andre was hanged, at noon, the cover- 
ing boards. were removed. Not a word was 
spoken by any one, 

The shaft is of Maine granit and is three and 
a half feet square and five feet in hight. It 
stands on two granit stones as bases, which in 
turn rest on a heavy stone foundation under- 
ground. There is no ornamentation, the smooth 
and glistening surface being relieved only by in- 
scriptions in the most modest lettering. On the 
side toward the west the longest inscription is 
carved, as follows ®: 

Here died, Oct. 2, 1870, Maj. John Andre, of 
che British army; who, entering the American 
lines on a secret mission to Benedict Arnold for the 
surrender of West Point, was taken prisoner, tried, 
and condemned as a spy. His death, though accord- 
ing to the stern code of war, moved even his ene- 
mies to pity, and both armies mourned the fate of 
one so young and so brave. In 1821 his remains 
were receivedat Westminster Abbey. A hundred 
years after his exécution this stone was placed 
above t spot where he lay, by a citizen of the 
States against which he fought, not to perpetuate 
the record of strife, but in token of those better 
feelings which have since united two nations one in 
race, in language, and in religion, with the earnest 
hope that this friendly union will never be broken. 

Beneath was the name, 

Arthur Penrhyn Stanley, Dean of Westminster. 
1 Ou the south side the inscription reads as fol- 

OWS: 

Sunt Lacryme rerum et mentem mortalia tan- 
Lunt. Firou, Aneid, I, 462. 

The only other inscription is upon the north 
side, and is this; 

He was more unfortunate than criminal; 
An accomplished man, and a gallant officer. 
George Washington. 

An inscription will be placed on the east side 
next year, the centennial of the execution. 
„This Andre shaft stands on a high elevation, 
about two and a half miles from the Hudson, 
and not more than thirty yards from the 
New ag,“ line, overlooking a beautiful 
country. Mr. Field has bought thirteen 
acres Of land in the immediate vicisity, 
ruoning to, but not crossmg, the New 
Jersey line. He purposes to convert this prop- 
erty into a park, with two entrances, and car- 
riage-ways leading toacircular drive around 
the shaft, which will be surrounded by an iron 
railing. It is stated that when completed he 
will present the property to the citizens of 
Tappan. Four trees, two English and two 
American, either oak or elm, will be planted 
It the cardinal points around the monument. 

Some doubts bave been raised as to the exact 
spot where Andre was buried, but Mr. Field 
entertains no doubt that be has selected the 
right place. David D.jBrower, John H. Outwa- 
ter, and John J. Griffith, old residents of 
Tappan, agree that the spot now marked 
by the shaft is the exact spot where 
they saw Andre's remains exhumed in 1821, 
when the British Government sent the 
Duke of York to America to convey them to 
their resting place in Westminster Abbey. It 
also questioned whether the remains taken 
to England were really those of Andre, but Mr. 
Field is satisfied also upon this point. He has 
a letter ffom Dean Stanley expressiug no doubt 
upon the subject, and discrediting any attempt 
to raise an issue upon the point. 

The members of the party from New York 
were the guests of Mr. Whittemore, and in his 
company visited the old mansion used by Wash- 
ington as his headquarters, in the parior of 
which he signed Andre’s death-warrant, the 
Maby Tavern, or % Stone House,” in which 
Andre was confined during his trial, and from 
whieh he walked to his execution, the site of 
the church in which Andre was tried, and the 
camping-ground of the hostile armies. 

In conversation with Mr. Kelby, Assistant 
Librarian of the New York Historical Society, 
upon the subject of the neglect of Nathan 

ale’s memory, Mr. Field yesterday said that 
if he were granted permission he would erect a 
monument to his memory on the spot where be 
was executed. This piace, Mr. Kelby claims, is 
on the public grounds near the Hamiiton Park.

Half this 
area produces Indian corn; fully one-fourth is 
under wheat, an eighth vicids oats, while about 
5,000,000 acres are divided among baricy, rye, 
and potatoes. The aggregate value of these 
crops represents a grand total of about £225,- 
000,000 sterling. Besides these breadstuffs 25,- 
000,000 acres are estimated by the statistics of the 
United States Agricultural Department to grow 
hay, the produce being 32,000,000 tons, while 
upwards of 12,000,000 acres are devoted to 
cotton, yielding nearly 5,000,000 bales. The 
mich cows of the States are tabulated 
at 114% tillions. and valued at £60,000,000 
Sterling. Thirty-three million hogs represeut a 
total value of as many sovereigns. The magnitude

SPECIMEN SOUTHERN SUNDAY-SCHOOL.

Distinguished Public Men Who Helped to 
Eat It-Descriptien of Blowitz, the Lon- 
don Times’ Paris Correspondest—Im- 
portant Things Bismarck Told Fernando 
Wood, 

Correspondence New York World, 
Paris, Sept. 17.—Gen. Noyes’ last dinner- 
party was a beautiful anticipation of the time 


when the lion shall lie down with the lamb. On 


the right hand of the host sat Mr. Fernando 
Wood. Opposit to Mr. Fernando Wood was 
Gen. Burnett (the partner of Gen. Bristow, who 
was a Republican candidate, { believe, for the 
nomination which Hayes carried off), and near 
Gen. Bristow was Mr. Choate, of New York. 
Mr. Edward King, of Boston; Mr. Johnson, of 
our new and bright little paper, the Parisian; 
Gen. Goodloe, Mr. Harjes, and Mr. Seligman 
were others of the party. It bas always been 
the ambition of Gen. Noyes to make the Lega- 
tion neutral ground, and nothing could have 
been more strikingly neutral than this enter- 


tainment. 

The well-known M. de Blowitz, of the Lapdon 
Times, was among the guests, and I believe he 
Was specially invited: in order to gratify Mr. 
Fernando Wood, who longed to make his ac- 
quaintance. M. de Blowitz is a Parisian celebri- 
ty in his war. He has reduced nis work to the 
art of visiting.

pretend that he was born to another name 
(Onfer) than the one be now bears. Be this as 
it may, be carries off both his names and 
all his orders with jaunty aplomd.

He is 
in manner more a man of business than a 
man of letters, and in appearance be would 
pase for a prosperous stock-jobber or a dia- 
mond merchant of Amsterdam.

EUROPEAN FARMING. 


Which Is Most Productive, Large or Small 
Farms? 

FoLKEsTONE, Eng., Sept. 21.—7o the Editor 
of the London Times: Lord Beaconsfield states 
that whereas the average product per acre of 
wheat in England is twenty-eight bushels, in 
France it is twenty bushels. The precision of 
this twofold contrast is attained by an cxtreme 
assertion of the produce of this island and a de- 
pression of that of France; but admitting its ac- 
curacy, what does it prove? That peasant or 
personal farming produces less than farming by 
a system ef superintendence? Certfinly not. 
Any one who has even a cursory acquaintance 
with the results of French agriculture will know 
that the produce of 7. per hectare is least 
upon the farms o rgest extent. nere 
are very many large farms in France, 
and the average product, upon which the 
Prime Minister’s argument is based, is dimin- 
ished by the return from these farms. ‘he 
comparison made by his Lordshipis worthless 
for his purpose unless he can show, which is im- 
possible, that in France the average product of 
wheat is reduced by the yield of the small farms, 
The fact is that the peasant farms produce the 
largest vield, and very often a vield much larger 
than the average of England. In France the 
deficiency: of agricultural ‘capital, especially 
upon the larger farms, is even more apparent 
than in England. I have heard of a large farm 
being taken in France by a tenant whose float- 
ing capita) did not exceed 10s. per acre. 
The peasant proprietor is never quite 80 
badly off as that. Bat why go to France 
for comparson, when midway there is 
a portion of the United Kinedom in 
regard to which comparison can be far more 
ustly applied? I will venture to say of the 
„000 farmers of Jersey, with an average of 
about twelve acres of land, that their extensive 
product of wheat is more nearly double than 
equal to that of England. And why? In 
climate and soil they have no advantage over 
France, but they have abundant capital. and 
they are almost perfect in the economy of agri- | 
cujture.

Information wiil also be gathered as to the 
capability of the soil in various aistricts to 
maintain or increase the present supplies of 
grain. Where continuous wheat-growing with- 
out any return of plant-food exhausts the virgin 
soils qui} the prairies will po longer yield re- 
m ve wheat crops, Indian corn without 
manurum still produces fair returns for several 
years; and when this fails, as it has done in some 
ofthe older cultivated States, clover, grass, 
and stock-feeding are successfully intro- 
duced. In some of the Eastern States the con- 
tinued systematic removal of. the resources of 
the soil by carrying away the produce and re- 
turning nothing bas naturaliy led to such im- 
poverishment of even good farms that concen- 
trated fertilizers are now being usedin markei- 
gardening, fruit-cultare, and cotton-growiny. 
On some cotton plantations it has becn found 
profitable to purchase hundreds of tons of 
guano. Even the New Jersey and Penusvlvania 
dairymen are beginning to discover that dress- 
ings of bones are now requisite to maintain the 
condjticn of their pastures, the yield of milk, 
and the tealth of the young stock. Except 
erperinentally, manures, bowever, are not yet 
applied fur the growth of grain; but it becomes 
a0 m. t ant problem to ascertain whether 
natural zo but exhausted soiis near the sea- 
board, if hsadicapped with 40 shillings an acre 
for conc. trated manures, could successiully 
comprte u corn raising with the unexhausted 

soils 1.00 niles westward. 
Many oer questions connected with the 
grain trade demand consideration. As the 
. thriving population of the United States rapidiv 
increases, while more food is needed for home 
consumption, and labor is attracted to other 
industries, will American farming be negiected 
and food supplies be shortened{ The profits 
hitherto by good farmers do not justify 
such conclusions.
